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Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-9 and 18, in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 
818.03(a)). The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore make FINAL. 

Claims 10-17 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or dcscnbed in a printed publication in this or a foreign countr>' or in public use 
or on sale in this countrv\ more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 4-9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kim et al. 

Note Figs. 17A-B which identically disclose the claimed display device comprising a gate 
electrode 1 12, a gate insulating film 1 14, a semiconductor layer 1 16, an upper surface of an upper 
electrode among the source and drain electrodes (120a, 120b) which contact the liquid crystal 
layer being covered with an ITO film 122, and an upper surface of the gate line 112 being 
covered with a gate insulating film 112 wherein the transparent conductive layer 122 including 
portions deposited on the source and the drain electrode to take substantially the same pattern as 
those of the source and drain electrodes constitutes a pixel electrode (col. 1 1, lines 6-15).

Claims 1-3 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
discloses or suggests an active matrix substrate comprising " a transparent conductive layer 
having a first portion being deposited on the gate electrode so as to be substantially the same 
pattern as that of the gate electrode, and a second portion (pixel electrode) including a portion 
being deposited on a part of either the source electrode or the drain electrode". 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.. 

Hikano discloses a transparent ITO film including a portion having substantially the same 
pattern as that of the drain electrode.
